Note—The town at its last March meeting authorized 
the selectmen to build a new bridge over Eastman Branch 
but did not raise any money for the purpose. It authorized 
the board to use its discretion as to what kind of a bridge 
to build. After consulting many of the largest tax payers 
it was decided that new stone abutments and an iron bridge 
was the best and cheapest. Consequently the board worked 
along that line and constructed what we consider a sub- 
stantial structure at a cost including bridge, abutments, land 
damage, grading, ete., of $2.366.54. Inso doing the net 
indebtedness of the town is increased $1,354.65, or $171.58 
more than half of what the bridge cost.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


In compliance with the law we respectfully submit the 
following report: ; 


Many things have made the work of the School Board 
very difficult. In the first place the chairman has been un- 
able to secure a meeting of the full board during the year, 
and one of our greatest difficulties has been to have the par- 
ents understand the law in regard to their children’s attend- 
ance at school. They have been told that they have no right 
to keep their children from school for trivial matters and 
copies of the law have been placed in their hands, but some 
have not heeded the warning and will need to be told again 
and perhaps again and may be will have to pay a fine before 
they will understand their duty, others have been wise and 
since knowing the law have had their children make a 
splendid revord in attendance. Some who live at a distance 
from the school house have said: “Let the School Board get 
the children to school. It is their business.” Now, parents 
as we understand the law, it is your business to get your 
children to the schoo] house and the School Board may pay 


something from the school money to relieve you of too 
heavy burden or expense. We hope greater wisdom will be 


shown on the part of some of the parents next year. 

During the summer vacation one school house at North 
Woodstock was disfigured by some of the children living 
near, who pelted it with apples. At the Centre the children 
have removed bricks from the foundation, making a chance 
to crawl under the school house. Glass has been broken in 
both places. These things ought not so to be. Some at 
North Woodstock have paid for broken glass, others have 
promised to do so. 

The school year begins in the fall and to make a report 
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of the schools in the spring at the time of the closing up of 
the town’s affairs, obliges us to report one term of last year 
and two terms of this year, leaving one term of the present 
school year to be reported next year.» This makes the work 
of making the statistical report as required by law, difficult 
if it is made accurate, requiring the looking over of two sets 
of registers. As the school year begins with the fall term 
it would be much easier for the School Board to make their 
report to the town at the same time they are required to 
make it to the state, which is in July. 


Physical exercises have been practiced in some schools 
and this is, we think, a pleasing and profitable exercise. 
When the little ones get restless, a little moving about un- 
der the teachers guidance keeps them orderly and then they 
are ready to pay close attention to the work required of 
them. We find parents do not all appreciate or understand 
this exercise, as one parent said. ‘The teacher opens the 
windows and lets the wind blow right in when they practice 
those gymnastic things which ain’t no account any way.” 
A few minutes with windows open and the children exercis- 
ing at the time helps wonderfully to make our school-rooms 
a more healthful place for study. We find many teachers 
are inclined to allow the school room to be over heated. 
Some children, usually those who are not inclined to study, 
do not feel satisfied till the room is warm enough to make 
them feel uncomfortable. We have seen teachers and pu- 
pils with faces red and with a general appearance of discom- 
fort from the stifling, over heated condition of the school 
room. When they go into the open air they often take cold 
and wonder how it happened. Frof. Meservey of New 
Hampton used to say a great deal to those expecting to be 
teachers, urging them to guard against this very common 
error. 


At North Woodstock the school house lot is very 
small, affording no play ground. A good deal of annoy- 
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ance is occasioned both teacher and owners of adjoinning 
land by this condition of things. If the district could pur- 
chase a piece of land adjoining the school house lot, the 
teacher would then know where to keep the children for 
their play and these difficulties would be overcome. 


At the Tannery there have been two terms of school 
each ten weeks in length, taught by Bertha M. Campbell, a 
resident of the district, who has taught this school several 
terms and shown great interest in her work, and these little 
folks made good progress under her instruction and were 
eager to show what they could do in the educational line. 


Spring term: Perfect attendance, Lulu E. Fellows. 


Fall term: Perfect attendance, Lulu E. Fellows, Mar- 
gurite Kendall, Clarence Downing, these three being the 
only members of the school. 


At the Center, the spring term was under the same 
management that it has been for some terms. Mrs. Isa 
Brown, as Miss Clark, won the confidence and high esteem 
of the patrons of the district and they were well pleased, as 
they well might be, when she consented to teach the spring 
term. She is a hard worker in the school room and_ brings 
out the best qualities of the children by her energetic labors. 
All were sorry she could not take the fall term. Miss 
Jennie Stickney of Camptou was engaged for this term, also 
the winter term. Miss Stickney comes from a family of 
teachers and took up the work in a pleasing manner. There 
were thirty-six pupils in the school at the fall term. In the 
winter only eighteen pupils were registered and by the 
register we noticed there were only seven days when 
the whole number were present. At our last visit 
there were only thirteen present. This same trouble has 
existed at other winter terms. Years ago it was considered 
that the winter term of school was the best for study. It 
gave strength, energy and vitality for the boys and even the 
girls to walk to school in winter weather and if a day 
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proved too stormy, some kind, enterpirsing parent would 
take ox or horse sled and earry all pupils in his vicinity to 
school and go for them in the afternoon. Times were better 
before it was expected that the School Board would see that 
the children were conveyed to school every day.
